Firearms CANNOT be exchanged at any Henry's 
location. 

Members of the public who surrender firearms under the 
amnesty will not be subject to criminal firearm possession 
charges* 

The "reward card" must be redeemed at one of 
four Henry's GTA locations: Thornhill, Scarborough, 
Mississauga, or Toronto Superstore. Henry's locations 
are listed on the back of this pamphlet.

Firearms suspected as crime guns will be investigated thoroughly, including Centre of 
Forensic Sciences ballistics testing, serial number restoration if obliterated and a trace of the origin of the firearm will be conducted.
